liroadway, between Twenty-first and 
Twenty-second streets. Before the de- 
partment could reach the scene, the 
lames had got such a start that they 
could easily take care of themselves, find 
;he firemen could only amuse themselves 
:>y practicing on tho pile, which they did 
right lively. Phenix engine, located at 
the City Hall, had much the start of the 
rest of the department, owing to loca- 
;ion. 
Quite a crowd of people were 


oou gathered about the fire, having 
leen considerably exercised on the ques- 
tion by reason of Saturday night's do- 
ings, 


The building (SOxlOO) belonged to 


Walter Blair: cost about §2,2(10, and 
was uninsured. Had been built a year 
or two. The contents consisted of over 
three hundred ions of hay, belonging to 
Sarpy & Barstow, valued at upwards of 
55,000, and insured in the 1'hiunix of 
Hartford, for SI,300, Home of New 
York for same amount, and in Xorth 
Jritish and Mercantile, of London and 
Edinburgh, for $2,000—in all $5,000. 


The report was that the building was 


discovered on fire in front, rear and on 
one side, and must have been a very de- 
iberatc job on the part of some rascal, 
or combination of incendiaries. For- 
tunately, it stood alone, and no other 
jnildings, owing to the weather, were 
lecessariry endangered. A heavy show- 
er of rain fell about an hour after the 
ire was discovered.

fate. Some boys, however, saw the ani- 
mal stiuggling around, and by means of 
a rope assisted the unfortunate brute 
out to dry laud. 
Defendant had coun- 


sel, but Assistant City Attorney Yroo- 
man presented the case in such shape 
that the Court was convinced that it 
properly came under the penalty of the 
statute made for such matters, and held 
him for sentence on Thursday morning. 


Besides the particular importance of 


this conviction, it has two other points 
worth mentioning'—it is the first succes- 
ful attempt at punishing parties for 
treating dumb animals in a cruel man- 
ner, in Oakland, and is rather a reflec- 
tion upon the Society that affects a mo- 
nopoly of the business of punishing of- 
fenders, having failed in a series of 
cases to convict.

STOVE PIPE INSPECTION. 


The Heathen Cliliiee Up Country. 
In Oakland, tliero are very few cases 


of Chinese shanlieK that necessarily en- 
danger other buildings, but still there 
are a few thnt the following paragra'ph 
from an np-eouutry paper might apply 
to. The extract is suggestive of a Ktove 
Pipe Cominittre or Fire Commission of 
somekiud, on general principles. Xearly 
all the blocks fronting on Broadway, con- 
tain piles of first-class kiudling wood on 
some part of tho premises, and the 
wonder is that so few fires have been re- 
ported therein. It is possible that, leav- 
ing out the. Chinese, an Oakland com- 
mittee would also '-express themselves 
greatly astonished," like the one in 
question: 


"The committee express themselves 


greatly astonished that an extensive con- 
flagration has not before now taken 
place. They found Chinatown in par- 
ticular deserving of immediate attention. 
The owners of those building* rent them 
to the Chinese, and have paid no atten- 
tion to the way they have put up their 
stoves. They found in most places that 
pipes ran through wooden partitions or 
through the roofs of buildings, ami iu 
m.'tay cases the pipe K nob a half inch 
from the wood. If that quarter should 
cateh fire it would sweep the town, and 
the Trustees deem it their duty to de- 
mand instant action on the part of the 
owners to prevent loss of property to 
owners of houses situated in th» vicinity. 
Large, rents are paid for these buildings, 
and the owners can well afford to build 
chimneys for their own and others pro- 
tection." There are other houses, ex- 
amined by the committee, which require' 
attention.""
